Spread in Natchez Drives Muni- 


cipal Business to the 


Country. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., Oct. 3.—So serious 
has the yellow fever situation become in 
this city that practically all munici- 
pal business is now tranracted beyond 
the boundaries of Natchez. The Board 
of Supervisors set the example yester- 
lay and by its action has greatly in- 
seaeee the alarm throughout this sec- 

on. 

All records were surpassed yesterday, 
when 11 new cases of tever, two deaths 
and six new foci were reported. Of the 
new cases, three are white. The fever 
is now in each of the four wards of 
the city. : 

The Board of Supervisors, meeting out- 
in the county on account of the fever, 
adopted a resolution asking the county 
health officer to ighten the quarantine 
ines against the city. 

At Vicksburg the conditions are also 
serious. Eight new cases developed yes- 
terday in that city and eight in the 
country, with one death. The total cases 
are 115; total deaths, 14. 

Port Gibson yesterday reported three 
new cases, making a total of 11 cases, 
with nine under treatment. Two new 
cases are reported about five miles from 
town. 


PLAGUE LESSENING 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 


NEW ORLEANB, Oct. 3.--Nineteen 
new cases of fever and three deaths 
were reported here yesterday. One of 
the dead is R. A. Arrington, night chief 
operator of the Postal Telegraph office, 
who came to New Orleans from Clarks- 
ville, Tenn. C. V. Arrington, a ‘brother 
of the dead man, and Postal day clerk, 
is critically ill. , 

Eight new cases were reported, with 
one infant's death. Great difficulty is 
being experienced by the health author- 
ities there in getting prompt reports of 
fever cases and the officials are almost 
exhausted as a result of their efforts 
te cover the ground themselves.

The company is to do a general trust 
and banking business in connection with 
the liquidation of affairs of the City 
National, which closed its doors July 
*, by order of the Comptroller of the 
Currency. 

The incorporation of the Bankers’ 
Trust Co. is the outcome of efforts be- 
gun last summer to have the depositors 
of the City National Bank agree to the 
trust company plan of winding up the 
affairs of that Institution, tnstead of 
passing through a receivership. 

The company’s capital stock Is $500,900, 
of this amount $300.900 has been actually 
subecribed by bankers in Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, Indian Territory, Ne- 
braska, Louisiana and Arkansas.

The proposal of several managers to 
dispense altogether with orchestras in 
houses where ‘“‘straight drama” is pre- 
sented will be at the next 
meeting of the Association of Managers, 
which will be held in New York soon. 

Manager Pat Short the Olympic 
and Cefhtury theaters said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday: 

“There probability that theater 
orchestras in houses that run to 
musical productions, will be abol'ened.

Publication of Government 

Report Causes Sudden Drop 
of 10 to 15 Points. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—The publication 
of the October bureau report showing 
the condition of cotton to be 712 per 
cent and 72.1 per cent last month and 
73.8 per cent last year was followed 
by a sensational break in the cotton 
market today 

Prior to the publication of the report 
expectations of a bearish showing had 
caused a decline of about 1l0@LD petnt., 
and inside of 15 minutes after the fiz- 
ures were known, the decline was in- 
creased to 28¢p44 points on act. ve montha, 
with December selling at 10.l5e and Jan- 
vary at 10.19c. This was about 1\4c a 
pound below the higher level touched | 
early in July.
